lawful for any person or corporation, 
or peison? acting for or on behalf of 
any corporation, to throw, deposit or 
empty upon or into the waters of Lost 
Creek or any of its tributaries, or 
cause the same to be done, by sewer, 
dram or otherwise, any kind of iilthy 
matter, dead animals or carcass, iilthy 
or poisonous water, oil. coal, tar or 
other substances, or anything which 
will taint or pollute the water, at any 
place on said creek within tea (10) 
miles of the east and south corpora 
tion line cf the city of-Lima, Allen 
county, Ohio. 


Section 2. That it shall be unlaw- 


ful for any person or persons, company
